INTRODUCTION. 

E xtensive as have been the improve* 
ments made in almoft all the Arts and 
Sciences within the laft and prefent 
century, thofe in Botany have not fallen 
Ihort of any. The imperfc<ft ftate in which 
this Science was tranfinitted to us by the an¬ 
cients, as it appeared in the writings of ‘Theo- 
fhrajius^ Diofeorides, and Pliny^ is well known ; 
as well as the advantages it received, after 
having lain in oblivion for many ages, at 
its revival in the sixteenth century, by 
MatthioluSy Dalechampiusy and others; foon 
after which the loofe and defultory obferva* 
tions both of the ancients and modems were^ 
by the ingenuity and induftry of Gefnety Do^ 
dotususy Colitmhay Proffer Alpinusy Plukenety See* 
reduced into a kind of fyfiem; which hath 
been fince gradually improved by the labours 
of Malpighiy Raj/y Tourneforty TCoA. many others, 
till it received its finiihing stroke of perfec-* 
tion in our own times by the dillinguifhing 
and diftinguilhed labours of the indefatigable

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Nor has the Science of Botany only ad¬ 
vanced itfelf thus rapidly of late, to its pre- 
fent degree of perfection, but has raifed itfelf 
to a degree of utility and dignity heretofore 
unknown; by extending itfelf beyond the 
narrow limits of a medicinal herbal^ to which it 
has been frequently confined, to encompals the 
whole province of fhythology, and the fubjects 
of agi'iculture in general. Not that the infi¬ 
nite importance of this Science to the mate¬ 
ria MEDicA can be too highy rated, or that 
the elegant amufement which the cultivation 
of it affords the curious and contemplative, 
even in the Pleafure-ground or Flower-garden, 
will bear to be depreciated. 

The ftudy of Botany, even conlidered as 
an amufement, is one of the noblefl:, and at the 
fame time the moft innocent, that can ex¬ 
cite the attention of the human mind. To 
be employed in the conftant contemplation, 
and of courfe in the confiant admiration of 
the wifdom of the DEITY, to the'harmo¬ 
nizing of the pafftons, and the acquifition of 
yfeful knowledge, is certainly one of the moft 
commendable purfuits in which a rational 
mind can be engaged. Hence it is, that in 
all ages the greateft and bell: of men have 
found it, in folitude, their moft effechial relief 
againft the difguft they had conceived at the 
tjiforders of fociety; when, like Cincinnatus, 
exchanging the fword for the ploughfhare^ 
they havq taken a& much delight in Ag^cul- 

. ture. 
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ture, as they had ever done in Policy or Tac¬ 
tics; in cultivating their field or their garden, 
as in the triun^hs of a camp, or the fplendor 
of a court. 

The peaceful planter, who, in laying out 
a Jhrubbery or defigning a plantation^ arranges 
his feeds or bis faplings in a regular or 

with an apparent and defigned irregularity,dif- 
poies them in clumps and ivtnding alleys, to 
raife perennial monuments of his tafte and in- 
duftry, is certainly hot lefs humanely or vir- 
tuoufly employed than the military chief, who 
takes the fame trouble to draw up his troops in 
battle array, in expeftation of their immediate 
deftruction by the next difchai ge of a formi¬ 
dable artillery. 

.In a commercial view, the cultivation of this 
Science will appear of the greateft advantage 
to a manufaAuring and trading nation ; efpe- 
cially to one whofe commerce not only ex¬ 
tends to the fartheft parts of the world, but 
whofe pofleflions and colonies are diflributed 
throughout every climate, over the known 
&ce of the whole earth. 

The Immenfe profit that muft arife to the 
Britifli Empire, from her transferring the pur- 
chafe of fuch commodities as are now the pro¬ 
duce of foreign countries to her own, exceeds 
all elKrnate. The fteady execution of a plan, 
therefore, that would effect this, would in 
a a. time 
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time turn our balance of trade with the \diolc 
world in our favoiu”. . We ihould traffic 
only with the produce of our own foil and 
the commodities of our own manufafture; for 
which we might be paid in whatfoever coin 
we pleafed. 

. It is on the folid balls of Agriculture and 
the prudent application of the advantages ari- 
ling from our improvemens in botanical 
Science, that fuch a jJan muft in .a great mea- 
furebelaid. 

Grea.t Britain and Ireland, it is true, arc 
of fo limited an extent, and of a climate fo 
variable and uncertain, that all thefe advan¬ 
tages cannot be fecured to our Mother-Coun¬ 
try. •Sfet that many- of them may, the fuc- 
cefsful attempts that have been made within 
a few years, to introduce the plants and her¬ 
bage of fome foreign countries are a fufficient 
proof. Of thefe the cultivation of Madder^ 
as pradtifed in Zealand, of Lucerne^ and other 
gralTes, as in Switzerland, are, among many 
others that might be mentioned, no lels pub¬ 
lic than profitable inftances. A very recent 
one, and not fo generally known, afibrds a 
farther proof, as well as a pleafing profpedf 
that fuch purfuits may be carried to an incre¬ 
dible length, equally to the comfort and emo¬ 
lument of individuals, as to the honour and 
independence of the nation in general. The

at prefent imported from Turkey, are well 
knowQ; as well as its exorbitant high price, 
which confines it in a great degree only to 
perfons of fortune. By a late communica¬ 
tion to the Royal Society, it appears that the 
Orchis mafcula of Li>{n.eus, the Orchis morio 
mas foliis maculaiis of Parkifon, the Cynoforchis 
morio mas of Gerard, and the Cynoforchis major^ 
commonly called dog-stones, with all the 
common Orchis roots of our own country, 
may be eafily fo prepared as perfectly to re¬ 
ferable the SALEP that comes from Turkey. 

What adds to the promifing alpeft of this 
difcovery alfo is, that the plant grows fponta- 
neoufly over the whole kingdom, and, needs 
fo little culture that it flouriflies bell in a dry, 
fandy, barren foil: fo that even the poor might, 
in a Ihort time, by the propagation of this nutri¬ 
tious vegetable, be accommodated with SALEP- 
fowDER, as with other kinds of meal or flour. 

The great ufe which improvements in Bo¬ 
tany are of to chemical enquiries, in the ex¬ 
traction of vegetable falts, oils, &c. as well for 
the purpofcs of various manufactures as me¬ 
dicine, is too well known to need expatiating 
on. The greater part of the drugs ufed 
for dying, and other mechanical purpofes, as 
well as the moll powerful of the medicinal, 
are, it is true, imported from countries whofe 
foil and climate differ too much from thofe of 
thefe illands, to admit of their fuccefsful cul- 
' a 3 tivation 
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tlvation here. But thefe, as well as many 
plants both of the herbaceous and farinaceous 
kinds, may in all probability thrive as well in 
the limilar climates of fome or other of our 
varioufly-fituated colonies, as in thofe countries i 
where they are indigenous. 

The culture of the Mulberry-tree, on which 
that valuable commodity, the produce of the 
Silk-worm fo neceflarily depends, might un¬ 
doubtedly be adopted with fuccefs, if not in 
England *, yet in Georgia and South-Caroli- 
na; in which latter province that of the Tea- 
tree might likewife be carried to as great a 
perfection as in China. The manner of curijig 
it, though not to be immediately obtained 
from the cautious Chinefe, might yet be at¬ 
tained from the comparative refult of a varied 
and well regulated feries of experiments. 
There^is no doubt but we have the real plant 
the Thea •viridis et bohea, moft afluredly the 
fame tree, its leaves only being gathered at dif¬ 
ferent feafons, and that in a very flouriflungf* 
condition. The fame may be faid of the Cinna¬ 
mon-tree, Laurus Cinnamomum', as alfo of the 
true Rhubarb, Rheum Palmatum, which is cul¬ 
tivated to fuch perfedion in fome of our 
JJurferies, as to produce apparently good feed. 
But granting that the feed of ceitaiti exotics

does 
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does not arrive at that degjree of perfection in 
England, as to be fufficiently fruduous; their 
feeds might, with proper care be brought from 
their native climate and tranfported to a fimi- 
lar one on the oppofite fide of the globe. 
That ingenious naturalift, Mr. Ellis, hath 
pointed out feveral methods of preferving 
during long voyages, the various feeds and 
fhiits of plants and trees growing in the Eaft- 
lodies, which, he conceives, might thrive 
equally in the Weft. 

A VERY materbl circumftance depends on 
filch a tranfplantation of the feeds of valuable 
drugs; befides the general profit that muft 
accrue to the nation by purchafing them of 
our own Colonies inftead of foreigners; and 
this is, that the prices of the articles themfelves 
will beconfidei'ably leflened,the paflagelhorter, 
and they brought to market fooner, and of con- 
fequence there is not fo much danger of their 
being fpoiled. Hence alfo there will be the lefs 
temptation to adulterate them, as is moft infa- 
moufly the cafe at prefent, particularly with 
refped to the drugs we import from the Le¬ 
vant, and all other parts of the Eaft, 

It is to be lamented, indeed, that there are 
fome of thefe valuable drugs of which we 
know not the tree or herb producing them ; 
nor confequently where they may be found, 
Others again there are, and thofe very profit¬ 
able articles of commerce, fuch as the Clove- 
a 4 
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free, Caryophyllus aromaticuSy with the Nutmeg 
and Mace-tree, Myrijlica\ of which, though 
we know where they are to be found, we arc 
pot in prefent poffeflion. 

Accident or application will probably 
fooner or later obviate many of thefe difficul¬ 
ties ; in the mean time it is on the propaga¬ 
tion of botanical knowledge, that the commer¬ 
cial, medicinal, and political advantages to be 
reaped from an attention to the abovemen- 
tioned circumftances depend. 

Having thus hinted in general terms, the 
utility and emoluments ariling from the prac¬ 
tical ftudy of Botany, not only to the phyli- 
cian, but to the merchant and manufaflurer, 
as well as the planter, hulbandman, and gar¬ 
dener ; I lhall -proceed to give the reader fome 
account of the nature, defign, and ufe of the 
prefent work in particular. 

Many and voluminous are the publications 
of botanical writers, equally objefted to by 
fome for their redundance, as by others for 
their deficiency. The former complaint has 
been ufually made againft thofe authors, who, 
confining themfelves to the plants of a certain 
country or difliict, ran into a prolixity of 
defeription, incompatible with the neceffary 
concifenefs of a fyftematical arrangement. 
The diffufenefs of their manner, however, has 
BPt fecured thern from deficience ip matter) 

, while 
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while other writers are, through lapfe of time 
or original inattention, equally exceptionable 
in both; even the inftitutions of the celebrated 
Tournefort wanting many newly»difcovcred 
plants, as well as the feveral varieties of old 
ones ; the number of which has been great¬ 
ly inbreafed 'by cultivation fince the days of 
that eminent Botanift. 

The Species Plantarum of Linn.eus is un¬ 
doubtedly a moft valuable book; but it is 
much better calculated for the ufe of the me¬ 
dical botanift, than the gardener or nurfery- 
man, particularly thofe of this country; no 
edition yet publiftied having the Englijh names 
of the plants annexed to the Latin^ as in the 
prefent work, which is the firft GENERAL 
CATALOGUE OF PLANTS, that has ap- 
peared in England. 

In drawing up this Catalogue, it was necef- 
fary to arrange the plants after fome fyftema- 
tical method; I adopted therefore that of 
Linn.eus, as being the moft generally received; 
and have marked accordingly each genus with 
its correfponding number, in the laft edition of 
his Genera Plantarum, printed at Stockholm in 
1764. I have farther pointed out to what 
clafs or order each belongs; and have given 
an explanation of technical terms he has 
ufed, as they are explained in his Philofophia 
Botanica. Where a verbal explanation alfo 
been deemed infufficient, I have added 
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the illuftration by a drawing of the figures on 
copper-plates, that nothing might be wanting 
to render the whole as clear and explicit as. 
poflible to every capacity. 

I HAVE not indeed given the fynonimous terms 
of different authors, as it would have ferved 
only to fwell the work to an immoderate fize, 
without being of much real ufe ; thofe differ¬ 
ent terms not being always expreffive of cha- 
racleriftic diftinftions, but having been gene¬ 
rally bellowed from adventitious circumftan- 
ces,one wTiter having feen the tree only in leafy 
a fecond when floweringy and a third when the 
feed or fruit was ripe. I have therefore endea¬ 
voured to give one general charadteriftic de- 
feription, jointly, deduced from the feveral 
writers that have mentioned it, and my own 
knowledge of the plant. 

In the publication of works of this kind, 
even the form and lize of the volume are 
matters of moment; for as Botany is a 
practical Science and not to be attained merely 
by fludy, the ftudent, however tenacious may 
be his memory, finds^ it extremely difficult to 
carry with him the deferiptions and nice di- 
llinflions of fo vaft a multiplicity of plants, 
from the clofet into the garden, forefl, or 
field. Voluminous publications, therefore, are 
more improperly calculated for the cultivation 
of the Science of Botany than that of any 
other} while the convenience of a concife and 

copious 
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copious defcriptive Catalogue in a pocket vo¬ 
lume is too obvious to be infifted on. 

For the greater fatisfadion of the purcha- 
fers of this firft volume, I fhall mention more 
particularly the contents of the whole work, 
in the order in which they are at prefent dlf- 
pofed for the prefs, and for the moft part 
already printed: only obferving, that if I am 
accufed of having proceeded on the narrow 
bottom of private experience, in a defign of 
fo multifarious a nature, I lhall, in the courfe 
of the work, give a lift of the feveral authors 
from which the defcriptions of the plants, &c. 
are taken, arranged in chi'onological order. 

In the firft place, “ An alphabetical Cata- 
** logue of the Species and Varieties of all the 
“ Trees and Shrubs, at prefent cultivated or 
“ defcribed by botanical Writers: compre- 
“ heading a particular Defcription of their 
“ Leaves, Flowers, Fruit, &c. together with 
** their Englilh Names.”- By means of this 
Catalogue not only the nurfery-man and gar¬ 
dener, but the nobleman or country-gentle* 
man, who is defirous of making a collection 
of Trees and Shrubs, either to adorn his eftate, 
or the more valuable purpofes of raifmg tim¬ 
ber, may be informed of every ornamental or 
valuable tree in the known world; no one 
variety being omitted, which I had fufficient 
authority to enumerate either from authors of 
cre<ht, or my own experience; and where there 

are 
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are fome curious varieties, 7^ double flowers, or 
beautiful flriped ones, not at prefent in our 
nurferies, I have given the initials of the Flora 
or Hortus in which they are mentioned, in or¬ 
der that they may be procured. Hence they 
will be enabled by different plants to fuit every 
foil and fituation ; and as the prefent elegant 
tafte for natural improvements in gardening 
fo generally prevails throughout England, the 
inquifitive Englifli Planter will find this Cata¬ 
logue particularly convenient, as it exhibits at 
one view the different ornamental varieties of 
each fpecies.

Such is the defign and difpofition of the fe- 
veral parts of this undertaking; to the exe¬ 
cution of w'hich I was induced partly by re¬ 
flecting on tlie defefts and inconveniences at¬ 
tending all the publications of the like nature 
hitherto extant, and partly by the particular 
ufe of w'hich the above-mentioned Catalogues 
have been to myfelf, during great part of a 
life fpent in botanical purfuits, and the prafti- 
cal fludy of Agriculture both abroad and at 
home, directed by an unremitted attention to 
the perufal of every writer of ^mioenco on. 
■ietanical fubjeds. 

It 
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It is from this experimental proof of the 
Work being well adapted to private ufe, that 
I prefume to ojfier it to the public: as, having 
digefted and brought the marrow of all other 
books of this kind into a fmall compafs, the 
reader is here prefented with complete Cata¬ 
logues of all the feveral /peeks of Trees, Plants, 
Shrubs, Fruits, and Flowers that vegetate in 
the various parts of the known world; to 
which he may readily apply for their refpec- 
tive pames and diftin<flions, whether required 
for the purpofes of Medicine, Aliment, Commerce, 
or Amufement, without being fubj eft to the in¬ 
convenience of having recourfe to the volu¬ 
minous and expenfive works of a variety of 
different authors. 

The difficulty of properly dividing the 
Plants is well known to all converfant in Bo¬ 
tany, for Nature has fixed no limits betwixt 
a Tree and a Shrub; and cold climates will 
occafion perennials to become annuals, as in 
Mirabilis, BScinus, 8cc. on the contrary plants 
will become perennial or arborefeent with us, 
which are annual in warm ones, as Beta, Ma- 
jorana, Malva arborea, Tropoeolum, Sec. I have 
endeavoured, therefore, to mark them accord¬ 
ing to their native lituation ; I have alfo in 
general added the name of the country, to 
ihow what a fituation they require here.

It is to be remarked, that though this firft Tolome was 
only intended for the Trees and Shrubs, yet in fome 
places the herbaceous varieties of the genus are in- 
^cluded, as in tht Mefembryanthemum^ Salix^hc^ 
where, with propriety, they could not be* divided s 
or where there was perhaps only one Jpecies befides 
Trees and Shrubs, but in that cafe they are dillin- 
guilhed by their proper marks. 

As it is impbffible, in a work of fo extenflve and 
of fo various a nature, to arrive at that degree 
of exaftnefs neceflary to defy criticifm, the author 
will think himfelf greatly obliged to any Gentle¬ 
man or Nurferyman who will favour him with an 
amount of any more n€W*-raifcd varieties or new 
difeovered Plants, diredled to the Publifliers, he will 
think himfelf greatly obliged to them, as be intends 
to publifli a fupplement annually, containing the de- 
fcriptions of all the new' difeoveries in botanical 
yjorld.

It is alfo neceflary to remark how much 
difference there is in various writers, con¬ 
cerning the colours of flowers, particularly 
purple oneSy which incline either to red or 
blue'y as in fuefa a cafe, fome will ftyle it red 
or crlmfotiy while others will call it purple or 
blue: but where I have not feen the flowers 
myfelf, I have followed the moft reipe£iable 
authors j and the colour of each flower meant 
to be deferibed, is, when it is fully opened, 
and in its utmoft perfedion. 

I have alfo infeited a few curious calcula¬
